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ANNUAL  REPORT,  1902. 


Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1902. 

The  number  of  Births  registered  during  the  year  was  662— Boys,  323,  Girls,  339 — 
which  gives  a  birth-rate  of  28-7  on  estimated  population,  23,000. 

The  number  of  illegitimate  children  born  during  the  year  was  22. 

The  total  number  of  Deaths  registered  during  the  year  was  339,  which  gives  a 
death-rate  of  14*7  on  estimated  population  of  23,000. 

The  Number  of  children  dying  under  one  year  was  83,  which  gives  the  infant 
mortality  rate  of  125 '3  per  thousand  births  registered. 

The  number  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  the  year  was  249,  67  of  which 
were  Chicken  Pox,  made  notifiable  for  one  year  from  April,  1902. 

The  Zymotic  death-rate  being  *9. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  epidemics  of  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever  and  Chicken 
Pox,  in  parts  of  your  district. 

Measles  in  Hanworth  during  July  and  August,  but  by  excluding  children  from 
infected  areas  I  did  not  think  it  necessary  to  recommend  the  closure  o^'  the  Schools.  The 
out-break  commenced  in  the  Ashton  Road,  in  property  built  just  before  our  bye-laws  came 
into  force,  and  in  consequence  of  the  very  insanitary  condition  of  this  area,  several  deaths 
occurred.  The  matter  was  duly  reported  to  you,  and  a  Special  Report  forwarded  to  the 
Local  Government  Board  and  County  Council. 

Scarlet  Fever  became  epidemic  in  the  region  of  Ashford  Common,  in  October, 
owing  to  the  gross  carelessness  of  certain  persons  in  the  earlier  cases,  when  I  found  that 
children  had  lieen  sent  to  the  new  Board  Schools  in  the  peeling  stage.  I  went  through 
the  Schools  and  Examined  178  children  and  excluded  all  those  from  infected  or 
doubtful  areas. 

Curiously  enough  most  of  the  cases  were  traced  to  centres  in  the  unmade  and 
grossly  insanitary  roads  in  this  region,  which  fact  did  not,  in  my  opinion,  help  to  check 
the  spread  of  Infectious  Disease.  These  roads,  I  understand,  are  shortly  to  be  taken 
in  hand. 

Harlington  and  Harmondsworth,  in  the  region  of  the  Bath  Road,  suffered  also 
from"'"^  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever,  which  required  me  to  advise  the  closing  of  the 
Harlington  Church  Schools  and  the  Bath  Road  Board  Schools,  on  November  30th. 
This  was  ordered  by  you;  Harlington  immediately  complied,  but  the  Bath  Road  School 
Board  did  pbt  do  so  until  December,  19th,  which  act  of  disobedience  had  to  be  reported 
to  the  Edufcation  Department. 
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The  condilion  of  the  Sipson  ditch  and  the  outfall  pond  in  Heathrow,  opposite  Tyllyer’s 
Farm,  having  been  reported  by  me  many  times  as  a  standing  menace  to  health,  has  at  last 
received  some  attention  at  your  hands,  and  it  has  often  been  a  matter  of  surprise  that  the 
children  attending  the  Bath  Road  Schools  and  those  residing  in  the  immediate  vicinity 
have  so  far  escaped  a  serious  outbreak  of  Diphtheria.  They  must  be  rendered  immune  by 
processes  not  yet  perfectly  understood,  in  the  science  of  bacteriology,  is  the  only  way 
I  can  explain  the  reason  for  its  non-development  in  this  particular  region. 

One  thing  I  have  noticed  is  that,  children  visiting  areas  of  this  character,  from  well 
drained  and  sanitary  surroundings,  rapidly  develope  Follicular  Tonsilitis,  and,  sometimes, 
true  Diphtheria. 

Diphtheria  appeared  in  Bee  Hive  Cottages  in  November,  and  rapidly  caused  three 
deaths,  two  being  complicated  with  Measles.  The  rear  of  these  cottages  was  very  bad, 
notice  being  served  to  thoroughly  overhaul,  cleanse,  and  disinfect  the  lot,  which  was  duly 
carried  out.  At  the  same  time,  I  have  every  reason  to  suspect  that  it  was  the  foundation 
of  an  epidemic  of  Diphtheria  which  broke  out  in  Laurel  Cottages,  New  Road,  Bedfont, 
at  the  end  of  December,  which  will  come  in  next  year’s  Annual  Report. 

I  made  a  strong  report  on  the  absolute  necessity  of  proper  mortuary  accommoda¬ 
tion  for  the  village,  but  so  far  none  has  been  provided.  I  also  pointed  out  to  you  the 
delay  in  getting  to  know  sufficiently  early  a  death  from  infectious  disease,  also  the  defect 
in  the  Registrar’s  Certificate  of  Death,  as  there  is  nothing  to  guide  clergymen,  sexton’s, 
or  undertakers,  as  to  the  fact  of  it  being  an  infectious  case.  The  returns  are  issued  by  the 
Registrars  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  every  week,  and  consequently  great  delay,  if 
not  danger,  is  caused.  It  is  manifestly  unfair  to  take  such  infected  bodies  into  churches, 
often  only  a  few  hours  before  a  service  is  held  for  the  general  public,  and  it  is  well  known 
that  such  places  are  not  too  sanitary  at  the  best  of  times.  I  communicated  with  the 
Registrar-General,  and  he  advised  that  you  had  power  to  make  a  special  arrangement  with 
the  Registrars  in  this  respect,  but,  so  far,  the  matter  has  not  yet  been  adjusted. 

Small  Pox  developed  in  Bedfont,  in  a  man  in  contact  with  the  metropolis,  early  in 
January.  The  house  was  well  suited  to  treat  such  a  case,  or  the  matter  would  have  been 
more  serious.  The  occupier  and  his  wife  immediately  suspended  their  business  and 
constituted  themselves  as  nurses;  they  carried  out  everything  I  suggested.  The  case  was 
a  bad  confluent  one,  but  with  extra  special  precautions,  the  case  being  under  my  own  care, 
an  extension  was  avoided.  Re-vaccination  was  freely  carried  out,  both  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  and  the  surrounding  parishes.  The  occupier  and  his  wife  both  submitted  to  the 
operation,  with  the  best  results,  and  I  had  a  large  number  of  things  burnt  and  due  com¬ 
pensation  allowed.  No  extension  took  place. 

Another  case  appeared  at  Cranford  Hall,  some  three  miles  away,  but  on  the  border 
of  Bedfont  Parish.  The  place  is  a  Cyclist’s  Rest  House.  It  was  closed,  and  all  the  usual 
precautions  taken.  It  was  clearly  traceable  to  London,  and  no  extension  took  place. 

The  warning  of  these  cases,  coupled  with  the  extension  of  Small  Pox  in  the 
metropolis  and  surrounding  districts,  caused  you  to  build  a  hospital  for  its  special  treatment 
at  my  urgent  request,  the  description  of  which  I  gave  in  my  last  Annual  Report.  We  very 
soon  required  it,  for  in  May  it  broke  out  at  Crown  Court,  Harmondsworth,  and  was 
distinctly  traceable  to  the  Uxbridge  outbreak,  where  so  many  cases  derived  their  origin 
from  a  baker’s  shop  in  that  region. 

Just  before  this  occurred,  a  casual  was  found  to  be  suffering  with  it  in  the  Union 
premises,  and  it  being  promptly  isolated  by  the  Medical  Officer  and  Master,  under  great 
difficulties,  very  great  credit  is  due  to  them  for  their  prompt  measures  taken  in  the  matter, 
the  hospital  not  being  quite  ready  at  the  time.  , 

The  case  I  had  removed  from  Crown  Court,  Harmondsworth,  was  both  co^uent 
and  hoemorrhagic.  Our  ambulance  only  having  arrived  a  few  hours  before,  cameJin  very 
handy.  The  remaining  families  in  this  Court,  with  the  exception  of  one  (the  patient’s 
wife)  refused  vaccination  at  first,  but  as  a  second  case  cropped  up  from  here,  with  a  good 
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deal  of  persuasion  and  promises,  I  got  every  one  likely  to  take  it  done,  and  promptly  shut 
up  the  whole  lot  in  this  area,  their  wages  being  paid  for  three  weeks,  with  the  result  that 
only  three  cases  came  from  this  region,  all  being  promptly  removed  into  the  hospital  under 
my  personal  supervision.  The  wife  of  the  first  case,  who  at  once  submitted  to  re-vaccina¬ 
tion,  being  confined  during  this  period,  with  no  bad  result  to  either  mother  or  child,  both 
being  saved  from  this  dreaded  scourge,  Small  Pox,  notwithstanding  some  little  delay  being 
caused  by  not  carrying  out  sufficiently  early  the  burning  of  the  bedding,  as  ordered  by 
myself. 

A  man  was  found  wandering  in  Ashford  by  the  police,  and  was  promptly  conveyed 
to  the  hospital,  as  he  was  found  by  Dr.  Cock  to  be  suffering  from  Small  Pox.  This  case 
contracted  it  at  Crayford,  in  Kent. 

It  would,  in  my  opinion,  be  premature  to  alter  any  of  the  existing  arrangements  for 
Small  Pox  accommodation.  'The  present  building,  which  has  only  been  used  for  four 
cases,  no  doubt  could  be  converted  into  a  General  Isolation  Hospital,  at  the  same  time 
the  fact  of  Small  Pox  cropping  up  in  some  of  the  prominent  towns  in  the  North,  the 
absence  of  proper  accommodation  would  place  us  in  a  very  difficult  position  again,  should 
it  appear  in  our  district.  Under  these  circumstances,  I  would  advise  the  Board  to  extend 
the  present  arrangement  for  another  year,  also  inviting  the  co-operation  of  the  Urban 
Districts  of  Staines  and  Sunbury  to  continue  their  present  agreement,  which  would  cease, 
in  the  ordinary  course  of  events,  at  the  end  of  this  month  (March,  1903). 

Special  Reports,  relating  to  the  various  epidemics,  have  been  sent  to  the  Local 
Government  Board  and  County  Council. 

You  very  wisely  adopted,  at  my  suggestion,  the  Infectious  Diseases  Prevention 
Act,  which  gives  us  greater  power  in  dealing  with  persons  suffering  from  infectious  disease, 
especially  in  relation  to  those  who  happen  to  be  placed  in  hospital,  under  proper  conditions 
of  isolation. 

The  last  patient  left  the  Small  Pox  Hospital  on  July  15th,  1902,  and  no  cases 
have  occurred  in  our  district  since  that  date.  All  those  who  developed  it  recovered. 

While  on  the  subject  of  Small  Pox  accommodation,  I  would  point  out  that  the 
Hampton  Urban  District  Council  erected,  during  April,  a  Small  Pox  Hospital  in  the 
Parish  of  Hanworth,  without  ever  paying  you  the  official  compliment  that  they  intended 
to  do  so.  Great  opposition  was  taken  up  by  the  surrounding  inhabitants,  with  little  or  no 
result.  So  far,  no  cases  have  been  sent  there,  only  because,  I  suppose,  that  no  cases  have 
cropped  up. 

Although  complaints  have  been  frequent,  from  time  to  time,  re  the  odour  arising 
from  the  Staines  Outfall  Works  at  West  Bedfont.  Taking  it  altogether,  they  have  not 
been  so  numerous  this  last  year.  At  the  same  time,  the  new  filter  tanks  have  been  con¬ 
structed,  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Staines  Urban  District  Council,  will  cure  the  evil. 
Let  us  hope  it  will,  for  the  stench  which  arises  from  pumping  crude  sewage  on  the  land  is 
justly  complained  of  by  surrounding  inhabitants,  for  the  composition  of  the  Staines  sewage 
is  of  a  particularly  wicked  character,  and  if  its  effects  had  been  as  keenly  felt  in  the  town 
itself,  as  in  the  immediate  vicinity,  I  am  afraid  that  the  progress  and  development  of 
Staines  as  a  riverside  resort  would  have  been  seriously  checked,  if  not  altogether  ruined. 


MORTUARY  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  only  parish  that  has  provided  itself  during  the  year  in  this  respect  is  Hanworth. 
Many  of^the  other  larger  and  more  important  places,  like  Feltham,  Ashford,  Bedfont,  are 
not  provided,  although  I  have  pointed  out  this  from  time  to  time.  The  matter  should 
receWe  your  early  attention,  particularly  as  the  Infectious  Diseases  Act  has  been  adopted. 
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WATER  SURREY. 

Considering  the  frequent  complaints  re  the  connection  of  water  supplies  years  ago, 
there  are  very  few  now,  mainly  owing  to  the  new  Bye-laws  with  regard  to  Streets  and 
Buildings.  There  is  a  greater  tendency  to  put  baths  in  small  villa  property,  and  where 
the  water  main  is  available,  it  is  generally  taken  advantage  of  for  obvious  reasons,  d'he 
Public  Health  Water  Act  is  also  a  great  safeguard  in  this  direction.  Progress  in  obtaining 
a  reliable  source  of  water  has  been  well  maintained  during  the  year.

HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  CLASSES. 

At  the  present  moment  we  are  actively  engaged  in  dealing  with  properties  run  up 
just  before  the  Bye-laws  came  into  operation.  There  is  a  tendency  here  and  there 
throughout  the  district  to  scamp  the  work  and  evade  the  requirements,  but  Mr.  Manning 
and  his  staff  are  fully  alive  to  the  fact,  and  are  very  soon  on  the  track  of  the  offenders. 
The  greatest  evil  is  to  allow  property  to  be  built  on  water-logged  ground,  a  condition  very 
frequently  in  evidence  in  our  district.  The  Bye-laws  certainly  want  strengthening  in  this 
direction,  and  I  have  no  doubt  it  will  receive  due  consideration  at  your  hands.  As  the 
difficulties  are  only  made  manifest  during  the  Winter  months  of  the  year,  when  the  differ¬ 
ence  of  the  height  of  the  subsoil  water  is  several  feet,  varying,  of  course,  in  various  parts 
of  your  district.  Notwithstanding  the  deficiency  of  the  rainfall  up  to  date,  there  are  parts 
of  the  district  where  water  has  again  suddenly  appeared  in  ponds  which  have  been 
practically  dry  for  four  years.  The  erection  of  the  huge  reservoirs,  which  are  really  only 
immense  clay  buckets,  may  have  some  bearing  on  this  matter  by  diverting  the  usual  flow 
of  water  to  the  Thames  Valley.  The  near  advent  of  the  Trams  into  our  district  will  most 
certainly  mean  very  great  building  operations  of  the  artisan  class  of  dArelling,  which  will 
mean  systems  of  drainage  will  have  to  be  undertaken  to  meet  the  difficulty. 

Overcrowding  in  many  parts  is  evident,  more  particularly  in  those  regionj.  which 
supply  labour  to  the  Waterworks  Construction  Schemes.  This  is  a  matter  very  difficult  to 
properly  deal  with,  as  the  class  of  lodgers  are,  more  or  less,  always  on  the  move;  it  is 
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marvellovus  how  many  at  times  may  be  stowed  away  in  a  cottage  above  the  ordinary 
member^  of  a  family.  It  is  also  very  difficult  to  get  at  the  actual  truth  of  the  number;  like 
many  seaside  places,  it  is  a  perfect  harvest  to  some  people.  Under  these  circumstances, 
it  is  difficult  to  apply  a  remedy,  and  it  is  only  where  gross  insanitary  conditions  become 
evident  tl'iat  steps  are  taken  to  lessen  the  evil. 

i 

All  this  means  a  very  great  increase  in  the  work  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Depart¬ 
ment,  not  to  say  my  own,  and,  although  I  pointed  out  to  you  the  necessity  of  further  help 
in  this  fatter,  you  have  not,  so  far,  adopted  my  recommendations.  It  is  manifestly 
impossible  for  one  man  to  carry  on  effectually  the  duties  associated  with  the  office. 
Eleven  parishes,  with  23,000  people,  and  some  4,600  houses.  Disinfection  alone  would 
take  up  a  good  deal  of  a  man’s  time,  but  this  is  done  in  a  very  unsatisfactory  manner  by 
the  householders  themselves.  Proper  stoving  and  disinfection  should  be  carried  out  by  a 
competeht  man  ;  and  done  by  the  authority,  and  not  in  the  loose  and  slipshod  manner  as 
at  preseht. 


FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT,  1901. 

This  being  a  new  Act,  I  regret  to  say  that  no  very  great  progress  has,  so  far,  been 
made;  but,  during  the  year,  I  hope  to  have  a  complete  register  of  all  the  workshops  in  the 
district,  so  that  we  may  be  fully  informed,  with  regard  to  their  conditions,  so  that  they  may 
adjust,  if  necessary,  what  is  required  by  this  new  addition  to  legislation. 

Bakehouses  receive  an  occasional  visit,  and  I  have  compelled  some  to  re-adjust 
their  Sanitary  arrangements. 

During  last  year  I  only  received  certificates  of  two  out-workers  in  the  whole  district, 
a  fact,  to  my  mind,  showing  that  the  Act  is  not  yet  in  full  operation.  Although  law,  the 
details  kre  not  carried  out. 

jrhe  Factories  are  not  many  and,  with  the  exception  of  one,  they  are  not  of  the 
kind  likely  to  be  injurious  to  health ;  the  one  exception  I  refer  to,  is  the  manufacture  of 
Storage  Batteries,  where  lead  enters  largely  into  the  work,  and  I  know  for  certain  that, 
notwithstanding  the  regulations,  employees  are  occasionally  very  careless  in  carrying 
out  the  rules. 

With  regard  to  the  General  Improvements  of  the  district,  I  attach  a  report  from 
our  Surveyor,  Mr.  Manning,  which  fully  sets  out  the  extent  of  district  and  the  work  carried 
on  by  his  department.

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One  mile  and  137  yards  of  private  roads  have  been  made  up  to  the  Council’s 
standard,  and  taken  over  as,  public  highways.  A  further  two-and-a-quarter  miles  have 
been  put  in  hand,  and  are  now  practically  completed,  including  the  terrible  Southville 
Roads,  Feltham,  which  will  be  of  the  greatest  possible  benefit  to  the  sanitary  conditions 
of  the  neighbourhood. 

Plans  for  two  new  estates,  involving  the  construction  of  six  new  roads,  have  been 
passed  during  the  year,  but  the  development  of  same  has  been  postponed  until  the  Spring. 

Eighty-nine  sets  of  plans  for  new  buildings  have  passed  the  Committee  covering 
the  erection  of  208  houses  and  buildings,  of  these  167  have  been,  or  are,  in  course  ol 
erection;  upwards  of  200  cases  of  contravention  of  the  bye-laws  have  been  dealt  with,  but, 
fortunately,  it  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings  in  any  case. 

One  hundred  and  forty-four  cesspools  have  been  emptied  in  the  Parish  of  Feltham 
since  the  trial  scheme  was  first  put  into  operation  on  May  15th  last,  representing 
some  130,000  gallons  of  sewage  sludge,  which  has  been  cleared  right  away  from  the 
neighbourhood  of  the  houses.  The  scheme  has  proved  so  satisfactory  that  the  Council 
are  to  be  congratulated  upon  putting  it  into  operation  all  over  their  district;  by  this  means 
many  present  sanitary  difficulties  will  be  swept  away. 

Forty-two  hydrants  are  available  in  case  of  fire  in  the  district ;  this  number  should 
be  very  greatly  increased  all  over  the  district  where  water  mains  are  laid,  now  that  the 
Council  are  about  to  be  invested  with  the  necessary  powers  for  the  purpose. 

No  difficulty  has  been  experienced  with  the  house  to  house  collection  of  house  and 
domestic  refuse  now  that  the  scheme  has  got  into  thorough  working  order.  The  carts  have 
collected  fom  the  houses,  in  the  three  Parishes  in  which  the  collection  takes  place,  no  less 
than  700  cubic  yards  of  rubbish  during  tlie  year. 

Watering  the  roads  during  the  hot  dry  weather,  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  them 
down,  now  that  the  system  is  gradually  being  more  extended,  is  having  a  most  beneficial 
effect,  both  from  a  maintenance  point  of  view,  as  well  as  that  of  comfort  and  pleasure  in 
windy  weather.  The  extended  service  of  street  watering  posts  throughout  the  district 
will  greatly  assist  this,  and  I  think  it  will  soon  be  worth  the  Council’s  consideration  as  to 
whether  or  not  they  should  water  the  more  populated  parts  entirely,  for  the  purpose  of 
keeping  down  dust. 

The  average  weekly  number  of  men  directly  engaged  by  the  Council  during  the 
year  has  been  43.  These  men  have  executed  the  whole  of  the  works  carried  out  by  the 
Council  without  the  intervention  of  a  contractor,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  work  of 
scavenging  and  repairing  the  highways.  The  staff  for  this  work,  as  well  as  that  relating  to 
the  Public  Health  Act,  in  addition  to  the  Surveyor,  has  been  one  Assistant  Surveyor,  a  lad 
in  the  office,  and  one  foreman  outside. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  four  promotions  of  Light  Railways  in  the  district. 
Two  have  been  under  the  Light  Railways  Act,  upon  the  Bath  Road,  from  Hounslow  to 
Datchet.  The  first  was  by  Mr.  Yerks,  which  was  thrown  out  by  the  Light  Railway 
Commissioners,  mainly  upon  your  opposition,  it  being  shewn  that  no  attempt  had  been 
taken  to  widen  the  road  and  paths  at  any  point,  and  plans  submitted  by  you  proved  the 
road  and  paths  at  points  to  be  under  27  feet  wide  from  wall  to  wall,  and  upon  this  it  was 
proposed  to  run  a  double  line  of  track.  The  next  promotion  on  this  road  was  by  the 
London  United  Tramways  Co.  This  scheme  provided  for  a  full  width  of  50  feet  to  the 
road  throughout.  This  scheme,  after  your  points  had  been  agreed,  you  supported,  but 
the  same  was  again  thrown  out  by  the  Commissioners,  on  the  representation  of  the  Great 
Western  Railway  Co.,  on  the  grounds  of  opposition  to  their  own  line,  which  runs  near  to 
the  road  at  points.  The  next  promotion  was  by  the  London  United,  on  the  road  from 
the^‘  Brown  Bear,”  at  Hanworth,  to  Sunbury,  in  connection  with  the  lines  from  Twickenham 
and  Hounslow  to  Kempton  Park.  After  the  Company  had  agreed  to  your  requirements, 
as  to  widenings  and  reconstruction  of  the  roads  and  other  details,  you  withdrew  your 
opposition  before  the  Commissioners,  with  the  result  that  the  provisional  order  was 
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granted.  Unfortunately,  since  that  date,  the  Commissioners  have  seen  fit  to  consolidate 
this  order  with  the  previous  one  joining  the  two  lines  from  'Fwickenham,  and  Hounslow, 
at  the  “Oxford  Arms,”  with  the  result  that  the  wliole  question  has  been  reopened,  and 
several  widenings  and  other  details  that  were  originally  agreed  upon  by  the  Council  are 
now  being  discussed  and  fought  out  again  by  the  Company.  However,  the  Council  are 
to  be  congratulaed  upon  the  position  they  have  taken  up  in  the  matter,  in  being  deter¬ 
mined  that,  under  no  circumstances,  shall  the  lines  be  authorised  by  the  Board  of  Trade 
until  adequate  arrangements  have  been  made  for  widening  the  roads  at  the  narrow  and 
dangerous  points.  The  last  promotion  is  upon  the  Staines  Road,  from  Baber  Bridge  to 
Staines  Bridge.  This  line  is  being  promoted  as  a  Tramway  by  a  Bill  in  Parliament,  and, 
no  doubt,  your  interests  will  be  properly  looked  after  and  safeguarded  as  far  as  possible. 

Numerous  have  been  the  complaints  as  to  the  sewage  tanks  at  Harmondsworth, 
received  from  the  Thames  Conservancy,  with  the  result  that  in  September  last  they 
instituted  proceedings  against  the  Council  for  the  pollution  of  a  tributory  of  the  Thames. 
A  Parochial  Committee  for  the  Parish  of  Harmondsworth  was  formed,  and  the  Thames 
Conservancey  were  asked  to  stay  their  hand  for  a  time.  Since  then  your  Surveyor  has 
prepared  plans  for  an  entirely  new  sewer,  the  reconstruction  of  the  outfall  tanks,  the 
treatment  of  the  sewage  on  land  adjoining,  and  the  reconstruction  of  the  old  surface 
water  drain.  This  work  will  be  in  hand  early  in  the  coming  year.  Complaints  as  to  the 
drainage  of  Sipson  also  came  before  your  notice  ;  this  has  also  been  dealt  with  by  your 
Surveyor,  who  has  filled  in  the  ditch  adjoining  the  road,  and  has  made  other,  and  much 
better,  arrangements  for  the  periodical  cleansing  of  the  settling  tanks.  The  drainage  of  a 
portion  of  the  Village  of  Stanwell  is  also  receiving  your  attention,  with,  I  am  sure, 
beneficial  results  to  that  immediate  neighbourhood.  A  large  number  of  other  minor 
details  have  also  been  dealt  with  with  regard  to  the  public  drainage  matters. 

With  regard  to  the  general  highways  in  the  district,  it  might  be  of  interest  if  I 
gave  a  few  figures  as  to  the  amounts  of  materials,  &c.,  used  upon  them,  and  a  slight  idea 
of  the  work  executed.  Forty-six  new  surface  water  gullies  have  been  put  in  ;  upwards  of 
a  mile  of  storm-water  drain,  of  various  sizes,  has  been  laid  throughout  the  district ;  4,890 
yards  of  gravel,  hoggin,  ballast,  and  sand,  have  been  used  in  the  construction  of  footways, 
for  concrete,  the  repairs  of  highways,  &c. ;  2,900  tons  of  granite,  1,500  tones  of  lime¬ 
stone,  and  1,200  yards  of  Kentish  flints  have  also  been  used  ;  7i35^  of  kerb  has 
been  laid,  and  upwards  of  20  miles  of  footpaths  have  been  reconstructed,  paved,  or  tar- 
dressed.  The  steam  roller  has  worked  239  days,  and  has,  on  an  average,  consolidated 
nearly  35  tons  of  material  a  day. 

The  above  report  of  our  Surveyor  touches  on  many  points  of  interest  in  the 
district.  I  must  say,  the  treatment  of  our  roads  which  is  done  on  a  proper  system,  under 
the  eye  of  a  Works  Committee,  are  a  very  great  credit  to  Mr.  Manning’s  ability,  in  fact,  it 
is  now  generally  acknowledged  that  the  roads  of  the  Staines  Rural  District  Council  rank 
second  to  none  in  the  County  of  Middlesex. 

With  the  additional  help  required  in  carrying  out  sanitary  work,  I  look  forward  to 
a  great  improvement  in  checking  the  evil  of  so  many  recurring  nuisances  at  the  same 
time  ;  the  causes  which  operate  in  producing  the  same  can,  to  my  mind,  only  be  met  by 
better  systems  of  drainage.
